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Dairies Today May Cut 
Prices 1 Cent. 


Announcement of the reduction of 
the retail price of milk of at least 1 
cent a quart is expected to be made to- 
day by the large dairy companies de- 
livering milk in Chicago. 

The Milk Producers’ Co-Operative 
Marketing company, which supplies the 
bulk of the milk coming into Chicago 
from Illirfois, Wisconsin, and Indiana, 
has cut its price per hundred pounds 
from $3.70 to $3.05, which represents a 
reduction to the wholesalers of approxi- 
mately 11-3 cents a quart. The $3.05 
figure will be the Noveniber price at 
which distributors of milk at retail 
will buy their product. As there has 
been no advance in the cost of labor 
or handling, it is believed at least 1 
cent will be taken off the retail price. 

An added reason for the reduction is 
that there has been a slump in the con- 
densed milk or canned milk mafket. 

Borden's Cut Milk Buying. o 

In an editorial which will appear fn 
The Wholesale Grocer, of which 8S. W. 
Roth is the editor, the following com- 
ment will be made: 

“Anticipating a drop inethe milk 
market, the Bordens some time ago 
served notice on their dairymen cus- 
tomers that at certain of their fac- 
tories they would buy no more milk 
for the present, at least after Sept. 
30. The firm had piled up a lot of 
condensed milk and felt it would be 
unwise, in the face of*a falling mar- 
ket, to store up more made from the 
high priced milk of the period. Several 
of the Borden factories were closed 
and finally sold. to the dairymen’s as- 
sociations. 

“With grain far below the cost of 
several months ago, the cost of cattle 
feed will certainly follow the down- 
ward trend of the grain market, and 
the cost of producing milk will be 
much less than it has been for the year 
past. The consumer is going to de- 
mand cheaper milk, inevitably the 
price will go down, and the farmer as- 
sociations will pay less for milk, and 
sell it for less, or face disaster.” 

Sees 8 or 9 Cent Sugar. 

Sugar prices, according to Mr. Roth, 
will see further reduction before there 
is an upturn in the market. Fourteen 
cents a pound is said to be the average 
retail price. 

“Sugar will sell for 8 or 9 cents a 
pound,” said Mr. Roth. “ There is now 
plenty. The consumer quit buyine. 
The price was too high. The retailer 
also went along with just enough 
stock to carry him. The sugar jobber 
bought as little as he could. The whole- 
saler went slow. Pretty soon stocks 
began to accumulate. The banks re- 
fused to continue loans. The unload- 
ing process began, and finally the con- 
sumer got sugar at a lower level. 

“Flour is following the same trend. 

“Eggs, except for manipulation of 
the market, ought to be plentiful and 
at much lower prices. If present 
prices of grains hold or go lower, and 
I believe they are going lower, eggs 
naturally will fall in price unless meat 
takes a sharp upturn.”

British Order Bars 
Way to Dublin. 


HOLYHEAD, Wales, Oct. 29, 3 a. m. 
—[By the Associated Press.]—Sisters.

The fight lasted for five 
minutes. 

The coffin was placed on board the 
boat at last and the steamer left for 
Cork at 1:07 o'clock this morning.

National and 
district committees are to be estab- 
lished immediately to control the out- 
put and a joint national wage board 
will be established at the earliest pos- 
sible time before March 31 for regula- 
tion of wages for the whole industry, 
with regard to profits of the industry 
and the principles on which profits 
should be dealt with. ;

Brien’s Last Gallows Plea. 
The end of what Attorney Benedict 
J. Short terms “the most remarkable 
case in the history of Chicago” came 
with the most dramatic speech of the 
entire trial. Mr. O’Brien, prosecuting 
his last case for the state, held the 


spectators spellbound in his plea that — 


Wanderer be hanged in recompense 
for the three lives he is alieged to have 
snuffed out last June. 

‘Send this cowardly, contemptible 
wretch, who deliberately aid cunning- 
ly took the lives of his young, trust- 
ing wife, her unborn baby, and the 
poor, innocent, rugged, unidentified 
stranger, to the gallows,” shouted the 
prosecutor. “ The man who had kisses 
for Julia Schmidt and bullets for the 
one he should have loved and cherished 
most has forfeited all claims to go on 
living on this earth. 

“Deliver to the clerk a verdict of 
death. Send Carl Wanderer to the 
gallows. He isn’t fit to live.”

Twenty-nine “ Trish republican 
flags,” which it is a crime to carry in 
the Dublin streets, were in line, and 
practically every member of the pro- 
cession wore a “republican” armlet, 
which would mean his arrest in Ire- 
land.

Other characteristics are extreme super- 
sensitiveness and marked emotional pov- 
erty. Epileptics are given to hatreds 
and violent outbreaks of anger, but out- 
side of this they do not manifest emo- 
tions. For\instance, they are not warm, 
sympathetic or affectionate, but on the 
other hand they are impassive} cold, and 
not given to displays of feeling. As a 
rule they are retiring, diffident, timid 
about getting into conspicuous positions. 

Training an epileptic mentally and so- 
cially is not an easy matter. Being su- 
persensitive they resent attention being 
called to their trouble. Being both diffi- 
dent and sullen they repel efforts of 
interferers. In spite of all this training 
has made it possible for epileptics to

thirds of their land where corn, spring 
wheat, and other spring crops were 
raised this summer. 


The turning over of the soll In the 
fall buries the weeds and other vege- 
tation, encouraging rapid decay of the 
organic matter. This enriches the soil 
and improves its physical condition. It 
is left pulverized, and is much more 
easily worked into a meilow seed bed 
at planting time. Many insects are 


|} destroyed by plowing at this time of/j 


the year. 

Fall plowing leaves the surface un- 
even, to catch and absorb the water 
that comes from the rains and snows 
during the winter, and the mulch that 
is formed prevents rapid evaporation, 
conserving the moisture for the grow- 
ing of the crop. 

Deep plowing is best for such crops 
as corn, beets, and potatoes. Fall 
plowing is not always advantageous 
on soi] that runs together and puddles 
easily, but soils that do not puddle or 
bake are easily handled except in ex- 
tremely wet seasons.

The “Class I Railroads,” which comprise all steam railroads in the United States whose rail- 
way operating revenues or gross earnings are in excess of $1,000,000 per annum, and which in 
the aggregate comprise about 95% of the railway revenues and mileage in the United States, sub- 
mitted the figures given below in “Column A” of their “Property Investment Account” to the Inter-. 
state Commerce Commission at the time of the recent rate decision. , ; 


These “Property Investment Account” figures were reduced by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission as a basis for the rate increases granted July 3lst, 1920, to the amount shown below in 
“Coiumn B.” These rate increases were designed to return “as nearly as may be” 6% on these 
figures of “Property Investment Account.” When the property valuations, now being made bythe 
Interstate Commerce Commission, are completed, these figures will replace the figures of “Column 
B” and are generally expected to exceed them. 

The figures in “Column A” are taken from exhibits fi’ 1 by the carriers with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission and are furnished us by the Bureau of Railway Economics. The figures / 
in “Column B” are reduced by the same percentages in each respective zone as were the figures 
for all of the carriers in such zones by the ruling of the Interstate Commerce Commission.
